north of Hal Cheng. 


It was reported that thin force had 


been dispatched from Peng 
Wang 


Cheng of Kurokl over the Mao Yang 
rond with the object of cutting off 
Kuropatkln's retreat to the north. It 
seems the Russians had been prepar- 
ed for this movement and sent a 
strong dctnchment from H'al Cheng to 
Intercept them.

PB the number of troops engaged on 
either side at over 111,01)0 men. and 
says tli Japanese were utterly routed, 
mainly because the Russians, having 
had a shorter distance to travel. Were 
able to bring heavier artillery 
to 


•bear and had 
the-' advantage*!

vancing columns. 


Rains Help Russians
